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In making up our report for the year ending July 31, rgor, 
we find we have employed but ten different teachers, the least 
number for a number of years. We had good luck in securing 
good teachers for the greater part, although some were not up to 
the mark. At No. 3 we were fortunate in securing the services 
' of Miss Gertrude M. Johnson for the entire year. Her school 
was well handled and good work was done by both teacher and 
pupils. We are sorry to lose Miss Johnson from our list of 
teachers, and wish her success in her new work. At the Center 
Mr. Glazier had a good school, although the winter term was 
badly broken up by measles and the itch. ‘The work done was 
good, and if the school had not been so badly broken up the 
progress would have been better. When you have over 1700 
absent marks for one school for one year, it breaks it up for fair. 
There were some other good teachers on our force, and some 
poor ones as are always found in every class of work. We made 
some errors in hiring the ones we did, but as we had to try them 
before we could tell what they were worth as teachers we think 
our errors are excusable. 

Last year we called attention to the irregular attendance, 
again this year we find the same fault. The time lost this year 
by absentees would amount to one scholar attending school thirty | 
weeks in a year for nine years and fourteen weeks, or for one 
scholar to go to the high school four years, college four years, and 
business college one year. When will we learn the value of lost 
time? We all know that time once lost can never be regained ; 
therefore in our youth let us try and realize the value of time and 
make the most of our school days before they are past. 

In the fall of 1901 we introduced a new geography in the 
schools. Like all new books it has its friends and foes. We hopeit 
may prove to be a good book. Our fall terms,for the present 
year were all quite successful schools, Miss Smith and Mr. Mc- 
Leod excelling in good work. 

The winter terms are good with the exception of the Center, 
which was cut short three weeks. The Scotland school was pro- 
longed two weeks. On the whole we can safely say we have had 
a prosperous year in our schools.
